Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 and 5-40 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach the hand truck as recited in claims 1 , 28 and 33, which include a pair of 
side wheel shafts and a pair of rearwardly extending rear wheel shafts on a hand truck 
frame. The hand truck includes wheels engageable for rotation interchangeable 
between the side wheel shafts in a mutually parallel wheel position and the rear wheel 
shafts in a mutually in-line wheel position transverse to the parallel wheel position, such 
that the hand truck is convertible between forward and sideways displacement. This 
recitation, in combination with the rest of the recited elements, clearly defines over the 
prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
